COUNCIL DELAYS 
NAMING OF JUDG 
TO STUDY MATTER 


Officials Receive Letters From 
Fred Jacobs, George 
Cathcart 











Between now and May 25 the 
city councilmen will decide on the 
appointee as judge of the city 
court, it was indicated at last 
night’s city council meeting. 

In making the appointments of 
the department heads, Mayor D. 
J. Cameron said he thought it ad- 
visable to defer appointment of 
the magistrate until Judge Mil- 
dred R. Puckett’s probationary 
term expires May 25. 


Judge Fred H. Jacobs of the 
justice court stated in a letter 
written to the mayor and coun- 
Cilmen that if the officials are 
considering consolidating the jud- | 
icial services in the community he 
would assume all responsibility for 
the city court at a salary of $75 
a month. If he is not appointed 
as city judge at this salary, how- 
ever, he suggested that the sal- 
ary be maintained at least as it 
is, $100 a month. 


George Cathcart, 1054 Euclid 
avenue, is another applicant for 
the position. He and Judge Jac- 
obs were present at the meeting. 

Richard Ibanez also has asked 
the council to consider him for 
the appointment. 


Judge Puckett was appointed at 
$100 a month Nov. 25 to succeed 
the late D. J. Burlingame. 

All other department heads were 
reappointed at their present sal- 
aries. 

EUCLID PROJECT . 

Proposed improvements on Euc- 
lid avenue were discussed with 
City Manager Richard G. Manley 
being authorized to file with the 
WPA a $108,000 project. Even 
though this project is approved by 
the WPA, the councilmen can de- 
cide later if they actually want 
the improvements made, it was 
explained. 

The $108,000 proposal provides 
for the paving of the west side of 
Euclid from Arrow highway to 
Thirteenth street, placing a storm 
drain under the west gutter from 
Eighth street to Foothill, and pav- 
ing the gutters that are not pav- 
ed. 

The city’s share of the cost of 
the proposed project was estimat- 
-ed at $27,000. 

BUSINESS LICENSE 

The much-discussed business li- 
cense situation in Upland was 
mentioned again last night. Eu- 
gene Nisbet, one of the new coun- 
cilmen, suggested that the matter 
be decided soon and asked that 
this be made a special order of 
business at the council’s meeting 
May 2. 

Paul Hottel, chairman of the 
Upland businessmen’s committee, 
pointed out that many wholesal- 
‘ers’ trucks do not stop in Upland 
because of the $20 annual license 
fee. 

ONE-WAY DRIVE 

Mayor Cameron assumed all of 
the city council’s blame for not 
having the one-way drive regula- 
tion on Euclid avenue. This mat- 
ter, frequently discussed, was 
mentioned when H. G. Brubaker, 
Beulah college president, a visit- 
or at the meeting, expressed hir:- 
Self as favoring the proposal. 

“You know I haul fruit, and I 
know the growers do not like to 
come down the west side of the 
avenue because of the condition 
and contour of the pavement,” 
Mayor Cameron explained. Ee 
the pavement is ever improved 
perhaps we can make a change.”

Anyway, the fire chief wants 
the cooperation of every local 
resident in the annual battle to 
keep down fires. The principal 
burden of his appeal concerns 
the weeds. 

THEY MUST GO 

“We've got to get rid of 
them,” he very frankly said in 
his annual utterance about 
weeds, cleaning up of property, 
beautification and fire preven- 
tion. 

“Right now the weeds may be 
a little damp and not so hazard-

ous, but with a few more days 
like today the weeds will be 
plenty dry—then watch out for 
fires.” 

With unusual emphasis and 
feeling, Mr. Voth discussed the 
weed situation. It has been a 
long time since the fire depart- 
ment has had a call. That suits 
everyone fine and Mr. Voth and 
his capable aids are hoping that 
Something in the way of a rec- 
ord can be set. 

“Not that we are particular 
about making any records with- 
out having fires, but we really 
are hoping for the full cooper- 
ation of the public,” said the vet- 
eran ‘smoke eater’, 

DO GOOD JOB 

“You might also tell the peo- 
ple to be sure when they clean 
up, to remove those weeds that 
are usually left next to the fence 
and along the garage.” 

Fires must be extinguished by 
10 a.m. Due to the likelihood 
of a greater fire hazard this 
year than normally, Mr. Voth 
Said that more strict enforce- 
ment would be given to the local 
law requiring all trash fires to 
be out by 10 a.m.

16 Peppers Claimed in 19 Years 
—Ontario Trees Report- 
ed Doomed 








Only in one block on Euclid ave- 
nue in Upland is there any infec- 
tion of oak root fungus which is 
reported to be quite widespread 
among the pepper trees in On- 
tario, Richary G. Manley, city 
manager, said today. 
The disease has claimed 16 pep- 
per trees on Euclid avenue be- 
tween Twenty-first and Twenty- 
second streets during the last 19 
years, he said. 
At periodic times during the last 
Several years, carbon disulphide 
has been injected into the soil, 
this being regarded as the only 
means of combatting the disease. 
Injection of this chemical into the 
soil has been recommended to On- 
tario officials. 
“As trees were killed, new ones 
have been planted but little head- 
; way has been made in getting new 
trees to grow in the infected soil,” 

the official explained. The dis- 
he makes the roots of the trees 
soft and damp. Other trees have 
been examined but no trace of Oe 
disease has been found other fee] 
in the one block.
